THE RESTL ESS COW. 


Mistake to Attempt to Control Them 
at Milking Time. 
We consider it a mistake to try to 
keep a restless cow quiet, says the 
editor of Hoard's Dairyman. We have 
had experience with such animals and 
found It a better practice to let them 
be restless rather than to try any m eth­ 
od of quieting them. Unless a person 
can adjust himself to a cow of this 
kind it is more or less annoying, but 
if he will consider that It Is practically 
impossible for the cow to behave ln 
any other way then he will make the 
best of the situation, and 
the annoy­ 
ance will not be so great. To attem pt 
to keep an animal of this kind quiet 
is practically fruitless, and the results 
are always disappointing. 
As a rule, when there is a conflict 
between the attendant anfl the cow 
there is a shrinkage in milk flow and 
very often a lower percentage of fat ln 
the milk. 
Even when there is no ap­ 
parent conflict cows will not do as well 
by some attendants as they will by oth­ 
ers. In official work it has been found 
that some milkers will obtain a greater 
milk flow and a higher percentage of 
fat in the milk from certain cows than 
will other milkers. 
It is not alw ays 
possible to tell by the action of a cow 
whether the milker is a good one or 
not or whether the animal will do her 
best with him. Close observation and 
the application of the scales and the 
Babcock tester will often determine, as 
stated, that one milker will gat better 
results than another.

THE RESTLESS COW. 


M irtak. t . Attempt ta Contort Til mw 
st Milking Time. 
We consider It a mistake te try t# 
keep a restless cow quiet, says the 
editor of Hoard’s Dairyman. We have 
bad experience with such animals and 
found It a better practice to l«t them 
be restless rather than to try any meth­ 
od of quieting them. 
Unless # person 
can adjust himself to a cow of this 
kind it is more or less annoying, but 
if he will consider that It Ll D r*<Ileal!/ 
Impossible for the cow to behave In 
any other way then he will make the 
beet of the situation, and th# annoy­ 
ance will not be so great. To attempt 
to keep an animal of thla kind quiet 
Is practically fruitless, and th# result# 
are always disappointing. 
As a rule, when there is n conflict 
between the attendant and the cow 
there Is a shrinkage in milk flow and 
very often • lower per centage of fat in 
the milk. 
Even when there ie no ap­ 
parent conflict cows will not da as well 
by some attendants as they will by oth­ 
ers. In official work It haa been found 
that some milkers a IU obtain a greater 
milk flow and a higher percentage of 
fat in the milk from certain cowl than 
will other milkers. 
It Is not alway# 
Iiossible to tell by the action #f a cow 
whether the milker is a good one or 
not or whether the animal will do her 
best with him. Close observation and 
the application of the scale* and the 
Baboo* k tester will often determine, aa 
stilted, that one milker will gat better 
results than another.
